25,  and  because  of  his  historyTf  an  eaiier  heart  at¬ 
tack  was  taken  to  the  emergency  root  of  Commonwealth 
doctors  Hospital  in  Fairfax,  He  was  placsd  in  the 
cardiac  intensive  care  unit  for  observation,  but  at 
that  point  there  was  no  suspicion  of  what  was  to  cose, 
At  about  10:10  P.N,f  Vic  was  stricken  with  a  massive 
heart  attack.  One  minute  he  was  joking  with  the  doc¬ 
tors;  the  next  minute  he  was  gone, 

Vic  Clark  brought  to  the  post  of  ARRL  President  the 
personal  qualities  which  "had  made  hU  one  of  the  Best 
respected  and  best  known  members  of  the  worldwide 
asateur  radio  fraternity.  Messages  of  condolence  have 
been  pouring  in  fra  all  over  the  world:  from  ail 
continents  and  seme  twenty  countries  in  just  the  first 
few  davs.  Countless  organizations  and  individuals 
throughout  the  U.S,  and  Canada  have  echoed  these 
sentiments,  as  well. 

As  chainan  of  the  ARRL  Long  Range  Planning  Coaiittee, 
Vic  laid  the  groundwork  for  the  ARRL  of  the  i98Fs  and 
beyond  —  A  revitalized  organization  with  greater  op¬ 
portunities  fer  grassroots  participation  which  was  just 
beginning  to  take  shape  when  he  was  taken  from  us.  As 
ARRL  President,  he  took  such  a  deep  personal  interest 
In  the  League's  affairs  that  those  of  us  who  labor 
full-time  on  behalf  of  the  organization  were  hard- 
pressed  to  keep  up.  Through  it  all,  he  was  a  devoted 
family  man  to  his  wife  Hester,  WA4PAE;  to  their  six 
children:  Ken.  K4CKZ,  Andy  HA4PRFff  Roger,  Beth 'Schama, 
KA4YTN.  Miriam  Hudgins,  and  Jennifer  Warner;  and  to 
seven  grandchildren.

The  FCC  on  December  14,  1983,  voted  in  the  strongest 
possble  tanner  to  retain  the  morse  code  requirement  for 
all  classes  of  Amateur  Radio  licenses.  Private  Radio 
Bureau  Chief  Robert  Foosaner  said 'that  the  Amateur 
Radio  Service  is  well,  thriving,  and  providing  an  ex¬ 
cellent  service  to  the  American  public.

A  new  1P84  calendar,  freshly  hung  on  the  haa  shack 
wall,  stops  swaying.

MO-CODE  BURIED 
Fro®  The  ARRL  Letter 

“Basically  I  feel  the  ite®  is  a  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Amateur  Radio  Service,  The  Asateur  Radio  Service 
is  well,  it?s  thriving,  and  it's  providing  an  excellent 
service  to  the  American  public,15  Nith  these  words 
Private  Radio  Bureau  Chief  Robert  Foosaner  introduced 
the  staff  recommendation  to  the  FCC  Commissioners  that 
the  "No-Cods"  proposal  (Docket  83-28)  be  disaissed  "for 
keeps,"  Almost  5088  comments  were  filed,  running  20  to 
1  against  removing  the  code  requirement. 

Foosaner  said  that  in  reaching  the  decision,  the  Pri¬ 
vate  Radio  Bureau  considered  three  questions;  (i)  Is 
the  Amateur  Radio  Service  growing?  (2)  Is  the  tods  an 
unnecessary  ^barrier  to  young  coaputer-oriented  indi¬ 
viduals?  (3)  Is  the  slew-speed  code  requirement  dis¬ 
criminatory  against  handicapped  individuals?  Question 
one  was  answered  bv  statistics  showina  that  in  1938 
there  were  38,088  licensees:  in  1975,  *'308,888  and  in 
1983  well  over  488,088,  On  the  second  point,  Foosaner 
noted  that  although  the  code  test  is  something  one  must 
prepare  for,  it  requires  a  minimal  amount  of  study  to 
pass  the  slow-speed  exam.  Finally,  Foosaner  read  a 
portion  of  the  comments  fled  by. Handi=Haasf  which  re¬ 
ported  that  they  had  trained  over  5,888  severely  handi¬ 
capped  individuals  in  the  skills  needed  to  pass  Amateur 
Radio  examinations.  For  some  of  these  individuals. 
Horse  Code  is  the  only  mode  that  they  are  capable  of 
using? 

To  conclusion, The  bureau  chief  said,  "I  strongly 
recommend  that  we  maintain  the  code  requirement,  we 
endorse  the  Service  as  it  is,  and  we  bury  the  concept 
of  1  no-code.' "  Ten  months  ago  few  hams  would  have  ex¬ 
pected  his  statement  to  come  from  the  FCC  staff.  But 
that  is  what  the  staff  recommended,  and  a  few  minutes 
later  the  FCC  Commissi oners  voted  unanimously  to  keep 
the  Morse  Code  requirement  for  all  classes  of  ha® 
licenses  in  the  United  States. 

Chairman  Hark  Fowler  made  these  concluding  statements; 

*  •  ■  •  I  think  this  is  the  riqht  decision;  we  can  put 
it  to  rest  once  and  for  all  and  I  agree  with  the  item 
,  =  *  Radio  amateurs  have  contributed  vitally  to  our 
country  just  recently;  they  were  stalwart  in  their 
service  in  performing  communications  with  Grenada  .  ,  , 
The  Code  sometimes  is  very  important,  indeed  even  cri¬ 
tical  for  getting  the  messages  through  ,  ,  ,H 


ARRL  President  Carl  Smith,  NiBMJ,  sent  this  “thank  you 
for  no  no-code"  telegram  to  FCC  Chairman  Hark  Fowler  on 
December  15; 

"Your  remarks  yesterday  morning  at  the  FCC  Open  Hast¬ 
ing,  regarding  the  usefulness  of  the  Horse  code  and  the 
contributions  of  radio  amateurs  to  the  country,  are 
deeply  appreciated  by  the  Amateur  Radio  community. 
Please  accept  our  congratulations  and  thanks  for  the 
way  in  which  you  the  other  Commissioners,  and  your 
staff  have  handled  this  important  item.
